Does the availability of 
information in a foreign lan- 
guage discourage people 
from learning English, the 
dominant language of the 
country? 

Members of English- 
only groups will respond in 
the affirmative. 

In fact, providing ser- 
vices in foreign languages 
helps immigrants and speeds 
up their integration into 
American society. 

It starts with driver's li- 
censes. Most states provide 
driver’s license tests in a va- 
riety of languages. If tests 
were available only in En- 
glish, many immigrants 
would not be able to drive 
and be severely limited in 
their mobility. 

Adequate — mobility 
means expanded choices in 
employment, shopping, edu- 
cation, etc. This provides in- 
teraction with Americans and 
increases immigrants’ expo- 
sure to English, leading even- 
tually to full participation in 
their adopted country. 

The availability of bilin- 
gual ballots makes sure that 
people’s rights are protected 
and encourages civic partici- 
pation. It’s also the law. Sec- 
tion 203 of the Voting Rights 
Act says that if more than 5% 


Participation in elections 
helps people become famil- 
lar with American politics 
and provides opportunities to 
interact with Americans and 
ultimately learn English. 
People easily realize that 
while some of the informa- 
tion they need is available in 
their language, much more is 
only available in English. 

Some cities across the 
country have figured out that 
providing services in forcign 
languages will help their resi- 
dents and benefit society in 
general. Oakland, California, 
New York City, and most re- 
cently Washington D.C. 
passed ordinances to provide 
information about city gov- 
ernment services in several 
languages. Residents of these 
cities can obtain documents 
in their own languages if they 
are starting a business or if 
they need to deal with mu- 
nicipal bureaucracy. Some 
interpretation at meetings is 
also provided, which means 
more interactions in civic af- 
fairs and encourages integra- 
tion into mainstream. 

Police and firefighters 
groups have discovered that 
if some of their officers know 
a second language, they can 
help save lives. To encourage 
new employees to learn lan- 
guages, many cities offer 
small stipends to those who 
can demonstrate a basic 
knowledge of a foreign lan- 


In education, knowledge 
of a second language is cru- 
cial for teachers and other 
school officials to communi 
cate with students and their 
parents. Although bilingual 
education has been under at- 
tack in the last ten years or 
SO, Most States are continuing 
it. Knowing the language stu- 
dents bring to the classroom 
helps teachers establish a 
partnership with kids and par 
ents. This cooperation is vi- 
tal in the education of all kids, 
whether they were born in the 
U.S. or abroad. It’s particu- 
larly valuable for immigrants 
who have to deal with culture 
shock. Removing the lan- 
guage barrier doesn’t solve 
all the problems but goes a 
long way to make people fee! 
welcome and eventually get 
them on the path to integra- 
tion, 

Many American bust 
nesses provide information in 
foreign languages, particu- 
larly Spanish, to attract cus- 
tomers and improve the bot- 
tom line. When government 
does the same thing, it pro- 
vides a service which will 
produce positive results not 


just for the recipients but for 


the rest of society as well.

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Hispanics could decide 
the November elections

Washington (EFE)- The 
Spanish-speaking Democratic 
governor of New Mexico, Bill 
Richardson, said that Hispanics 
could make the difference in the 
November elections and pre- 
dicted that the candidate who 
wins Arizona, Colorado, Nevada, 
Florida and his own southwest- 
ern state will end up in the White 
House. 

“The elections are being de- 
fined in those four states and 
Florida,” Richardson told the an- 
nual assembly of one of the most 
potent U.S. Hispanic organiza- 
tions, the National Association of 
Latino Elected Officials, or 
NALEO. 

Richardson said Florida will 
be crucial in the Nov. 2 election, 
mirroring the 2000 face-off. 

The governor called on 
“Latinos, especially the youths, 
to go out and recruit Hispanic 
voters. They have to know that 
we can do it.” 

A report presented by 
NALEO predicted that close to 
7 million Hispanics will vote in 
the presidential election, about | 
million more than in 2000. 

The report estimated that 
838,000 Hispanics will vote in 
Florida, 160,000 more than in 
2000. 

In Arizona alone, 317,000 
Hispanics are expected to cast 
ballots, compared to the 247 000 
that did so four years ago. 

As for Richardson’s home 
state of New Mexico, the study 
predicted that 9,000 more His- 
panics will vote in this year’s

presidential election than in the 
last one, when 191,000 Latinos 
turned out to the polls. 

In Colorado, the NALEO re- 
port found 8.000 more Latinos 
are likely to vote this November 
than in 2000, when 158.000 His- 
panics cast ballots. 

The report did not include 
predictions about Nevada, but 
Richardson said Las Vegas has 
the fastest-growing Hispanic 
community in the country. 

Richardson did not address 


during his talk the possibility of 


being the running mate of Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate John 
Kerry. 

He noted that only one of the 


50 U.S. governors is Hispanic, 
referring to himself, and that 
Latinos have no representation in 
the Senate. 

However, Richardson pre- 
dicted that Colorado Attorney 
General Ken Salazar will win a 
seat in the Senate in the next elec- 
tions. 

In addition to Salazar, who 
is running in the Democratic pri- 
maries, Mel Martinez, former 
housing secretary in George W. 
Bush’s administration, is a Re- 
publican Senate candidate in 
Florida. 

According to Richardson, 
immigration “is not the only 
matter that concerns Hispanics,” 
who he said were also worried 
about jobs, the economy and the 
war in Iraq. 

The 21st annual NALEO 
conference, which ends Satur- 
day, will close with an address 
from Kerry, whose speech will 
focus on his policy toward Latin 
America. 

NALEO, which comprises 
more than 6,000 Hispanic politi- 
cal leaders across the country, 
has invited Kerry and other high- 
ranking government officials to 
outline their plans to improve the 
quality of life for the approxi- 
mately 40 million Latinos living 
in the United States. 

Arturo Vargas, executive di- 
rector of NALEO, urged candi- 
dates out to win the Hispanic 
vote to “go beyond a few phrases 
in Spanish” and include strate- 
gies to respond to the concerns 
of the Latino electorate.s2

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Texas Governor urges Mexico to drop 
“emotional debate” over energy 


Mexico City (EFE)- Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry called on Mexico’s 
politicians to “put aside emotional 
debate” on energy-industry reform 
and focus on the benefits that open- 
ing up the sector could bring the 
country. 

“You've got to put aside the 
emotional debate and get down to 
the practical points of an energy dis- 
cussion that could change Mexico 
forever,” Perry said, addressing the 
American Chamber of Commerce 
and the Mexican Foreign Trade 
Council. 

The Texas governor, who is 
visiting Mexico accompanied by 
executives from nearly 50 energy- 
related concerns, said Texan firms 
are ready to work alongside their 
Mexican counterparts in tapping the 
nation’s resources. 

Mexico is one of the world’s 
top crude oil producers and boasts 
enormous oil and natural gas depos- 
its. But its constitution authorizes 
the state alone to develop the 
nation’s energy resources, a policy 
that has restricted investment in ex- 
ploration, production and refining. 

Pemex, the state oil monopoly, 
generates close to 35 percent of 
annual governmental revenues, as 
60 percent of its earnings are fun- 
neled into the public coffers. 

Perry met with Mexican Presi- 
dent Vicente Fox last week to dis- 
cuss potential exchanges between 
Texas and Mexico and the possibil- 
ity that the latter may loosen up its 
energy policies so as to permit other 
nations to get involved. 

If legislative reform opens up 
the industry to private’ and foreigti 
investment. Perry said, Mexico 
could become self-sufficient in en- 
ergy. 

Despite being an exporter of 
crude oil and one of the main sup-

pliers of the U.S. market, Mexico 
imports close to 25 percent of the 
gasoline and diesel fuel it con- 
sumes, and 22 percent of the gas, 
official figures reveal. 

Mexico will require major in- 
vestments in electrical energy 
within the next few years, since 
demand for same is expected to 
increase at least 6 percent a year 
over the next decade, Perry noted. 

Some $60 billion will have to 
be spent upgrading infrastructure 
to keep up with that demand, he 
said. 

Also, Perry signed memoran- 


dums of understanding-with. his. 


counterparts in Coahuila, Tamau- 
lipas and Nuevo Leon states - all 
of which border Texas - and:said 
he hoped Chihuahua, which is 
about to hold elections, would 
soon join them.
